r.’sd in evidence. Tbe court bolilw 
t tat Oongrea* baa not tbe power 
to provide for a States rule for the 
trwtfrr of property, or make rules 
of evidence for State courts. 

For instance, if land bad been 
conveyed in West Virginia by an 
unstamped deed, the transfer of 
the land would be complete, and 
tbe maker of such deed would be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and liable 
to punishment by a line of $100 by 
a Federal Court, but It would cause 
no defect in the title. 

Bnt if ths deed without a stamp 
was act up in a Federal Court it 
would not be admitted in evidence 
This may bring the Federal courts 
more business.
